Nor do I find any foot-ſteps in Hiſtory that any other Nation 
but the Jews did (for many Ages after this time) ſo'much as mea- 
ſure out their time by Weeks. : 

I know that many Learned and Piovs men' have been ſearching 
to that purpoſe and willing to lay hold on any thing that might 
ſeem to look that way. And I ſhould be well-enough pleaſed to 
ſee it made out. But | have not ſeen any thing convittive to 
give me fſatisfation therein. 

' T have.conſulred Clemens Alexandrimus, and what he cites in 


' the Fifth Book of his $:remata, who hath T'believe made the beſt 


ſearch of any into' Heathen Writers' for that purpoſe. Has de. 
{ign in that Book 1s to ſhew that the Heathens had ſtollen or bor- 
rowed much of their Philoſophy from what he calls Phzloſophia 
Barbara, or Barbaroram, meaning thereby the Few:ſh Learning ; 
(for, with the Greeks, all but themſelves were Harbarizns.) - And 
amongſt many other things , he'takes notice of the number:Sever 
ſometimes mentioned in Heathen Writers, as with ſome: venera- 
tion ; which he thinks to be occaſioned from 'that number oft 
mentioned in the Sacred Writers, and particularly from that of 
their Sabbath, and meaſuring their time by Feeks. But he'doth 
not atall intimate as if himſelf did think the :Heathens fo to have 
divided their time, or'to keep'that Sabbath,” but only-that the 
were acquainted'with the Jewrſh-Learning; and borrowed -much 
of theirs from thence. WSU» IWYHALI AIFGULE Bi

B 
which time (having now walked another Seven miles and an half ) 
we, may reaſonably ſuppoſe it to be pretty late at night; For,when 
they firſt approached to Emmans 1t was then fo late, as that it 
was not thought convenient (unleſs upon ſome ſuch great occa- 
lion) to Travel further, yer.

Yet, after they were come back to Zeruſalem, Chriſt then ap- 
peared himſelf to the Diſciples, ble//ang them, reproaching 7hert 
unbelief', confirming their Faith, giving them 7nſ/truft:ons, and 
Comm ; = Preaching the Goſpel, and Planting the Chriſtian 
Church. And it was yet but zhe p day at evening, being the 
Firſt day of the Þ eck,, (Joh. 20. 19.) on which he role : but, now 
late at night, aeher: the doors were ſhut ; that 1s, (if I miſtake not) 
ſo late as that 1t was time to ſhut up doors as men uſe to do to- 
wards bed-time. Not as if Chriſt came 1n through the Key-hole 
(any more than did the Two Diſciples that came from Emmans } 
or did Penetrate the doors, (as the Papiits would havegys think 1n 
favour of their Tranſub/tantiation;) For they were not fo ſhur 
but that they could, be opened again. (upon occaſion) to let him 
in (as they had been to let in thoſe Two that came from Em. 
9744s) as well as to let in Peter. (late at night) AE. 12. 16. ' 

So that from very carly in the Horning while it was dark, till 
very /ate night and about MHid-night, was the ſame day, the fir/? 
ay of the Week. "Tis manifeſt therefore that about our Sav1- 
ours time , according to the Computation of the New. Teſtament, 
both the Jews and the Four Evangeliſts did reckon their days 
from mid-night to mid-night. And if they did not ſo reckon, 
Chriſt could not be ſaid ( Hat. 12.49.) to be three days and three 
nights m the beart of the earth. For it was Evening, when 7Jo- 
Jſeph begged the Body of Feſws, and later yct before he had buryed 
it, and yet this muſt be reckoned part of the Sixth day, cle he had 
not been Zhree days in the Grave, or heart of the earth.

The word Day, you know, is taken ina double 'ſenſe. 'Some- 
times for (what we call) the Nataral day (as it is contradiftin- 
guiſhed to night) trom Sun-riſing to Sun-letting : ſometimes for 
( what we call) the 477ficra/ day ( or wy uez9r) fo as to take in 
both day and night. Our Sayiour tells us* there are Tavelve hours 
in the day; meaning the Natura! day.” But'in the Artificial day 
( ot whaclF we are ndw ' fpeaking ) there 'be- Forr and Tuventy 
hours. Some pleaſe to call that 'the Nazaral day, which I call 
the Artificial (tor all do not uſe the words in the ſame ſenſe) 
But that matters not, ſo long as' we underſtand one another. 
Now by the word Zvenmg 1s underſtood rhe end of the day. 
Which, as to the Natural day, 1s at Sunſet ; but as to'the Arzi- 
fictal day, 1t 1s (I think) at Mrd-night. And conſequently , *be- 
tween the two Evenings, 1s as much as to ſay , - after Sun-ſet, ind 
before HMid-night. And this1s what, in our Language, we com- 
monly call ;he Evening, which is in the Hebrew between the tw0 
Evenings, (that is, between the end of the Natural day, and the 
end of the Artificial day :) and within this time was the Paſs- 
over to be Killed, Rofted and Eaten ; Nothing of it was t0 remam 
zill the Morning ; that is, not after «Mid-nzght ; for as ſoon\as 
Mid-night 1s palt Morning begins.

Or, there was evening, and there was morning, day one, (for in 
{uch order the words ſtand in the Hebrew.) 3; and was evening, 
and was morning, day one.

{and ſo inthe reſt ) evening and morning ; or darkneſs and light; 
And the Dark is pur firſt, becauſe-( beginning the day from Mid- 
night) the dark 1s before the Light.

We have next clear Evidence, of a like Praiſe ( conſonant 
to this Example) in AF. 20.7. On the firſt day of the Week, 
when the Diſciples came together to break bread, Pant Preached un- 
to them ready io depart on the morrow, and continued his Speech 
antil Mid-night.

This Seventh-day-ſabbath, ſo runs in the mind of rhis Author, 
that if any where he can lay hold of the word Reſt, it muſt 
preſently prove a- Seventh-day-ſabbath.

day Sabbath!) == 

I think tt is plain from hence, that the Fir/# day. of the week, 
was weekly obſerved; and was wont to be ſo oblerved, both by the 
Church of Corinth, and by the Churches of Galatia. For St. Paul 
doth not here adviſe it, but ſuppoſe 1t, or take it for granted. 

What that order was to the Churches of. Ga/atz# our Author 
ſays he cannot tell. |] thought it had been plain enough : he bids 
the Corinthians do, as he had bid the Galatians ; that 1s, on the 
Firſt day of the Week, &c. What further order, he had given 
the Galatians, 1t is not as to this point necefiary for us to know. 

But faith he, if they muſt on that day iy of 4s. God bath bleſſed 
. them, then they muſt on that day caſt up their accounts, tet their 
mony, reckon their flock, compute their Expenſes,&c. which axe-not 
Sabbath-day Works. A wiſe objeQion ! As-though all this could 
not as well be-done before { ſo far as is neceflary ) and, on- Sunday, 
put ſo much 1nto the poor mans box (or give to. the Deacons or 
ColleQors) as (upon ſuch account) they ſhould have found fit; 
like as is now done in our Churches when there is occaſion-for

I need not trouble my ſelf to enquire, ( becauſe it is nothing to 
the purpoſe ; for: we are not inquiring whether 1t be good Greek, 
but what tt here ſignifies.) There are T preſume 1n all Lan- 
euages ( by negligence. or corruption) ſome harſh expreſlions, 
as'to the analogy of the Language, which yet are allowable by 
common uſage, and well enough underſtood.

And though 
an the latter verſe, (he Son of Man 75 Lord alſo of the Sabbath,) by 
Sin of Man ſuppole is meant Chrift ; yet is that Title given alſo 
to ordinary Men, elſewhere, very often. As Fob, 25. 6. How much 
leſs Man who is a Worm,and the Son of Man which 1s a Worm? And

ſurreCtion of Chriſt and after, eminently ſignalized, as a day of 
ſpecial Obſervation ; "Twas honoured with Chriſts Reſurre&ron on 
that day; with his firſt appearance to «Mary eMagdalen and the 
other Women; then, to the 7wo Dz/crples going to Emmuas, and 
his Religious Aflembling with them there ; after that, to the D3- 
ferples ar Feraſalem and aflembling with them the ſame day ; and 
the whole time of thoſe Afſemblings employed in Religions Zxer- 
cifes, (Preaching, Celebrating the Sacrament, Inſtructing and 
Blelhing his Diſccples, and giving them.Commiſſion for Preach- 
ing the Goſpel and Planting the Chriſtan Church.) And again 
with the ſame Diſciples on that day /er-night, aflembled with 
them, and in like manner employed. It was fpecially fignalized 
alfo by the Miraculous Effuſion of the Foly Ghoſt on that day, in 
a great aſſembly of Fews and Genzzles on the day of Pentecoft ; 
and the day employed in Preaching and other Religious exerciſes. 
It was obſerved 1n like manner at 7roas, 1n preaching the Word, 
Celebrating the Sacrament, and other Religious Communion, as 
things there #/ua/ on that day. It was obſerved at Cormth, not 
once onely, but as a thing of courſe ; and ſo preſumed by the A- 
ive of when he gives particular Inſtructions concerning a Col- 
on for the: Saints 'to be made weekly on that day.

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Chriſt did aſter his reſurreQion give commanaments to the Apoltles, 


about things per taming to the kingdome of God, and fertling the 
Chriſtian Church. What thoſe Contmandments were in particu- 
lar, we cannot tell ; but are to preſume that what they did there- 
in, was purſuant of thoſe commands; and this 1n particular about 
obſerving the fir? day of the week, which we call the Chriftian 
Sabbath ; And which { 1a contradiſtin&tion to the Fewzfh Sabbath } 
is called zhe Lords-day ; Rev. 1. 10. And hath accordingly been 
ſo called; and ſo obſerved ever fince. Which being ſo praQited 
by the Apoſtles, and fo continued ever ſince, I take to be a good 
warrant for us to continue 1t, as a thing agreeable to the W1l! 
of God. 

As to what he ſo often objects,that there 1s no expreſs commanic 
thereof recorded: that is, not ſuch a command as our Author de- 
mands. We are not to preſcribe to God in what zerms he ſhall make 
known his Will, (any more than the Phariſees, «Mar. 16. 4. were 
to preſcribe to Chriſt what kind of /igzs he was to ſhe to teſtify 
his authority ;) 'tis ſufficient if God do in his own way intimate 
what 1s his Will, though it be 1t-not with the formality of Ze zr 


Enafted. And thoſe who are willing to be taught of God, will be - 


content ſo to underſtand his meaning. An approved Pratziſe 1n 
the Worſhip of God, frequently Repearea, atteſted by Miracles, 
encouraged by Chriſts own Example, and that of the cn and 


the Chri/tian Churches then, and continued in the Chriftian Church 


ever fince: Is to me great evidence of the will of God; and that 
there was a command for it, thoughat be not recorded. ( Like as 
I believe that there was, very early, a command from God, to 
worfhip him by Sacrifice, though that Command be not recorded.) 

But (to that of its being ſo obſerved ever fince;) he objects, 


wehave nothing but Tradition, either that the Chriſtian Sabbath - 


hath been ſo obſerved, or that it is called ihe Zords-day. And 
Tradition is. what he takes great pleaſnre to: exclaim againſt; If 
thatibe admitted (faith he) where ſhall we ſtop? | 

Very well !. I am not over fond of laying too great a weight 
upon Traditions ; at leaſt not on all things that care pretended fo 
to. be. But I pray, How cap he tell, otherwiſe' than by 7rad- 
Zn, whether our Saturday or our Sunday,'be'the Seventh day 
1n courſe from the Creation? Or, (if thatbe too hard'a queſtion) 
whether of the two 4s the:Seventh day of the Fewrfb week 7: Iknow 
nothing but 7radit:0n' for it. I cannot 'remember ſo'long : Nor 


have 1 fo long kept ſo'ſtrift account of days as to be ſure of it. 


1 truſt to the common Computation of -the world, 'that our S3b- 
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bath is a continuation of that Sabbath which the Apoſtles kept. 
And it ſo, I am ſafe. If not, I cannot help it. And becauſe F 
think the Apoſtles Sabbath was on the firſt day of the Jewiſl 
week, therefore I think ours to be ſo. But if theirs was nor, 
neither 1s . ours. | 

He would not have that of St. 7c4n, Revel. r. 10. 7 was in the 
ſpirit on the Lord's-day to be underſtood of our Sabbath. And why not? 
He tells us, x. Some think 1t to be Chri/tmaſi-day ; 2. Some think 
1t to be Eafter-aay - and }. Some thank it to be the Da > 4 Tudg- 
ment. And long Diſcourſes we have upon all theſe. We 1! Bur 
doth he think it to be meant of any of theſe? No. Then, to whar 
purpoſe are theſe alleged, 1n diſparagement of the Chriſtian 
Sabbath ? 

But he ſeems to have ſo great T5 ger ant againlt the Chrj/tian 
Sabbath , that whatever he can think of to be Obje&ed ( though 
he do not think it to be true ) he will be ſure to Object; { that he 
may diſpartge the Day, or perplex the Argument) as if he were 
more concerned to beat down the Chr:ian Sabbath, than' to ſet 
ap the Jew/h. Not confidering, that, by all this, he 1s doing 
their Work who wonld have none at all For they know well 
that the 7ew:ſh Sabbath hath been long ſince laid aſide ( without 
any great fear of returning;) andif they can but throw off the 
Chriftian Sabbath alio, 'tis what they would have. And 'tis of a 
like 1mport what he argues (p. 84. ) for coming to the publick 


' but once a day ,.( nottwice as our manner 1s; ) For thoſe who care 
.N0t to come at all, it he diſpenſe with them as to the One, they 


will diſpenſe with themſelves as to the Other meeting. 

I ſhould rather think, that, the whole day being due to the 
Service of God ( publick and private) it 1s to be parcelled out, 
as to the number and times of publick meeting; as might (accor- 
ding to. Chriſtian Prudence). be judged moſt conducing :( in this 
or that place) to thoſe ends, and to common Edification ; and 
that, to make ſuch little Circumſtances ( other wiſe: than as they 
conduce to thoſe general ends.) a. matter of Re/zg:ous Obſervation, 
or Dzvume [nftitution , 18.4 ike extravagance as that of the Pha- 
riſees'1n laying: like weight on their, Traditions, and that of the 
p60 ew —— fſt;tzous Ceremonies. And is as

Becauſe (ſaith he) he 
may ſay as in the caſe of Moſes's dead body, No man &nows of 
his Sepulchre to this day. Now as to the /ncarnation, I am apt to 
think, that no man doth A? this day know cer/armly, ether or 
what day of the Year, or what day of the Week Chrift was 
born (nor is it any matter whether we do or no.) But I ſhould 
rather ſay, no man knows 7 this-day, than ( as he.) no man 
knoweth To this day, (as'if no man hitherto had known 1t:)' for 
certainly there have been thoſe who knew it heretofore (while 
he was alive) though it be now forgotten, and a? this day no 
man knows .it. - But. will he ſay ſo as to the Reſurredton? 
think it 1s plain, that Chriſt was Crucified on the fourteenth 
day, lay in the Grave the jf/teenth, and roſe again the” /axteenth 
day, of the jir/# month. And thathe roſe onthe ir/# day of tbe 
week , no man doubts. He ſhould rather have put it thus, Arn 
man knows To this day , where 1s the Boay of Moſes, (that it might 
not be worſhiped,) So 0 man knows Ar this -day, which 2s the 
Seventh. in ccurſe from the Creation ; that we might not contend 
about 1t. . | 

However, Iam contented to admit, ( if that will pleaſe” him) 
that zhe Lords day there mentioned was neither meant of Chri/t- 
maſi-day, nor Eaſter-day, nor Whit-ſunday, nor the aay of Jus 
ment ; but think it to be meant of 7he firſt day of the week: whi 
is the Chriſtian Sabbath: Not, of any of thofe other days men- 
tioned; nor of the Zewifh Sabbath, as he would have it. 

"Tis, | think;, a new notion of his own ( at lealt'I know none 
other of his mind) that it ſhould be meant of the Few!fh Sabbath: 
He grants there 1s nothing from the Circumſtances of the place t6 
determine it t0- this day. Nor doth he pretend to ſhew rhat'the 
Jewiſh-Sabbath was ever ſo called. Bur he thinks 1t 127243 have 
been {o called. For he ſays God bleſſed and ſanttified the ſeventh 
aay (that 1s, the Seventh day after Six-days' of Labour) there- 
fore 1t 172ht have been called the Lords day : and fo may as welk 
the Chriftian Sabbath as the Jews Sabbath. That the Son of Man is 
Lord alſo of the Sabbath' day; And ſo he 1s of every day in'the 
Week ; and of the Ciri/izar Sabbath (when that 1s the Sabbath) 
as well as of the Jewrſh: That the ſeventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord our God ; that is, the Seventh day after Six days of Ea- 
bour,, but whether the Seventh day-in:courſe from the Creatwny 
18: no- where ſaid. That 7/a. $$. 13... 746 Sabbath: is called wy 
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holy day :; True, on what ever day the Sabbath be: Firit or 
Seventh of the Week; or whatever day God appoints to be kept 
Holy ; As for inſtance, the fnjt and ſqgenth day of the Feaſt of Un- 
eavencd bread , Fix. 12. 16. "The Firſt day ſhall be a Zo/y Convo- 
cation ; and the Seventh day ſhall be a Zo/y Convocation; and each 
of. them was the Lords Holy day, on what ever day of the week 
they happencd.

The 
of the Lord our God (in the fourth Commandment, with equal re{pe&t 
to all the Three Perſons): doth nor ſignify the ſame as, The Sabbath 
of our Lord Feſus Chrift (God and Man.) The Lordour God there, 
not the ſame with our Lord Jeſus Chrift, in the New Teſtament.

2. But I anſwer further. The Jews who were not Chriſtians, 
did yct continue to obſerve the Jewiſh Sabbath as a matter of duty. 
And there was no reaſon why they ſhould not. For, while they 
did not acknowledge our Chrift to be the eMe/fiah, nor the Mo- 
/aick Law to be at anend, but Circumciſion and the Jewiſh 'Oeco- 
nomy yer in force, there was no reaſon why they ſhould nor, 
think themſelves obliged to the Jewiſh Sabbath: And many of 
the Chriffian Jews, who were not yet ſatisfied of the Abolition of 
the Motaick Law, did comply with them therein. For knowing 
this to have beena law once, and not yet being fully ſatisfied that 
it was expired., they were content 1til] ro obſerve it. | And if” 
our Gentleman be of that mind, I would nothinder him, if a Jew, 
irom 10 dotng; but neither would 1 incourage him.) And Tfind' 
the Apolttes willing to connive at 1t, andeven to countenance it.

And though they did nor thank' fit. to bring a new Yoke upon

the law of Commanaments contained in Ordinantes,) to make of twarss 
One new man ; to reconcile both i One boay by the Croſs, having flain 
the Enmity thereby, E.ph. 2. 14, 15,16. Or as't 1s Col.2. 14. He- 
ving blotted ont the hand-writing of Ordmances which was agamſt 
us, and was contrary to us, (as ſeparating us Gentiles from the 
fews, and fo excluding us out of Gods Viftble Church, ) and war/- 
:ng 17 to his Croſs. From whence he there infers, ver. 16. Les no 
man Therefore judec you tn meat or drink, or in-reſpett of a holy-aay 
(a Feftival) or F: Sebbaths, (the proper name, at that time, of 
rhe Seventh-day Sabbath : Y* w0hzch pines are a ſhadow of things #0 
come, but the body 13 off Chri5# 5 thefe being bur ſhadows or empty 
things, whereas 1t 1s the #04, (the Subſtance) that Ohriſt regards. 
bt exe $f urvorror, +6 3 cawe'm Xews, thoſe are but ſhadow, but 
'tis the FYoay that Chriſt looks at. That 1s (1n our language ) 
thoſe are only Circumftantials, but 'tis ſwb/tance or the Sub/tantrals 
of Religion'thar 'Chrift and Chriftianity reſpefts. And, as it is 
meerly Cmreamftantial ( and doth not at all inflaence Religion ) 
whether-1n the Temp or other place God be worſhiped { F04.4.21.) 
So, whether on th:s or another day, a Sabbath be kept. 

It therefore thoſe Sabbaths {as is ſhewed) were diſtindtive 
Marks or S:gns of Gods peculiar Covenant” or Contrat? with 'the 
Church of Tiract as therr perndhiar God, in contradiſtinftion to 
other Nations; then 'tis manifeſt that thoſe other Nations did 
not at all keep a Sabbath, or not on that Day ; (elſe how could 
this be a diſtinive Mark?) and therefore to bring this now upon 
the Gentiles, was to bring upon them a new 7oke. -* 

-T add further, "that this Fewsſh Sabbath (as 1s ſhewed before ) 


icem$*t0' be, not'a Continuation of a former Sabbath from the 


Creation: { which T doubt was either not obſerved at all, or had 
long 
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long before this time been forgot,) but rather a New Inſtitution 
or Reſtitution after their coming out of Egypr (from a new Epocha ) 
at Marah; where God is ſaid to have made a Statute and an Orai- 
nance, Exod. 15.25. to which Commandment and Statute if they 
world hearken diligently and give Ear, he wonld not bring upon them 
the Diſeaſes which he had brought upon Egypt, For (faith he) 7 am 
the Lord that healeth thee, ver. 26. Whereupon follows (in the 
next Chapter) a /abbath to be obſerved on the ſeventh-day from 
the firſt raining of Marne, (not from the firſt Creation. ) And 
with reference to their Ref? or Refreſhing after their Labour or 
Bonaage in Egypt ; (as was that of the Paſs-over, to their being 
paſſed-over, when the fiiit-born of the Op rooms were ſlain.) For 
to he faith, Exod. 31. 13. My Sabbath ſhall ye keep, for it 1s a Sign 
between me and you, that ye may know that { am the Lord that doth 
ſanfifiy you (or ſeparate you ro my elf as a peculiar people, a 
holy people; ) and ver. 16, 17. The Children of 7ſracl ſhall keep 
my Sabbaths (zCCam) for a perpetual Covenant; It is a Sign be- 
tween Me and the Children of 1ſracl for ever; for in ſix days the 
Lord made Heaven ana Earth, and on the Seventh Day he Refted 
and was Refieſhed. Not that God was Jearied with his Fork, 
and needed Refreſhment ; but he doth parallel his Re#7 after his 
W ork of Creation, with their Refreſhment after their Labour 
in Zgypr. 

And ns God had a particular reſpect to their Reſt and Refrefh- 
ment from their Labour and Bondage in Fgypt ; 18 farther evident, 


not onely from the General Preface to all the Commandments, (27 ' 


am the Lord thy God which brought thee out of the Land of Egypt, 
out of the houſe of Bonaage;) but from the Cloſe of this Fomrth 
Commandment, as 1t is repeatedin Deut.5. 12,713, 14, 15. ({ome- 
what different from whar 1s 1n Exed. 20.) where, (inſtead of- For 
mm /ix days the Lora made Heauen and Earth, &c. Exod. 20. 11.) 
we have (Deut.5.15.) And remember that thou walt a ſervant mm 
the land of Egypt, and that the Lord thy God brought thee out thence, 
through a mighty hand, and a Ffretched ont arm; therefore the Lord 
thy God commanded thee to keep the Sabbath-aay. Which ſhews 
that 7475 Sabbath, had a parucular refpe& to that deliverance. 
Now as'God by MHeſcs did; upona New occafion { of their Reſt 
from their Labour in /gyp3 ) ig ive a New #pochx'or Beginning to-a 
Circulation of Sabbarhs, tobe reckoned from thence;in 71977atzen of 


his' own Reſting from the Work of Creation; Not by the Fourth: 


Commandment (for. that ſpeaks mmdifferently as to any Circula- 


tion,) but by this Oraiman's at Marah, or at Elm tor 'tis this. 
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determines the Circulation to the ſeventh day after the rainrng 
of {anna ; ) So might Chrilt as well ( by hiamſelt or his Apoſtles) 
fix another Epocha trom his Reſurree#tow ; (as we have reafon to 
think he did ; ). and this Equally within the profpett of the Fourth 
Commandment. This Reſt trom the Zgyptian Bondage, being 2s 
much a ſhadow, of what Chrilt regards, asmhe /4&/Zance ; as was 
the eſcaping of the Egyptian Deftraction, of which the Paſs-over 
was the Memorial. And -accordingly this Crcu/atzon equally to 
ceaſe with that of the Paſs-over, at the coming of Chriſt; not- 
withſtanding the continuance of. the For 74 Commandment, 1n a 
AYew: Circulation from another Zpochg. It 1s not indeed ey. 
Ppri&/ly ſaid that Chrilt Bid his Apoſtles fo to do: But as Alejes 15 
preſumed to do what he did by God's direQion ; fo the Apitics by 
Chri/ts direction; to whom he gave Commanaments tor that pur- 
poſe, A. 1. 2, 3. | 

As to what he ſays ſo often; that not one 707 or 7 z77/e of the Law 
(meaning that. of the Decalogue) 1s de/troyea, but doth {till con- 
tinue in force: 'This, as to the /ub/tance of the Duty, I grant. 
But if his meaning be, thatithere is not a /Ford or Letter there. . 
in which doth not as /zzeralty belong to Us Now, as 1t did Then 
to /ſrael: I cannot afſent to it. For 1t cannot be ſaid of all Us 
who are under that Law, that God hath Frought us out of the land 
A Egypt, out of the houſe of Bondage ; or that Ye are to expe 
ong life, in the land (of: Canaan ) which he Gave T hem, 

If he ſay that our deliverance trom /p:ritual bondage 1s equiva- 
lent to theirs from Zgypr, and oar lard the lame to.us as Canaan 
was to them: I grantit. But fo is our Lords Day equivalent.to 
their Seventh-aay-/abbath, and Chrilt the true Hanna ( more than) 
equivalent to that of theirs, from the 1ammg of which they 
reckoned their Few Sabbaths. . 

As to what he ſays of <Mat.:24. 20. Pray that your flight be not 
:n the Winter, nor on the Sabbath-aay ;-which he thinks to be un- 
deritood of the ZewſhSabbath, 38 years after Chritts Reſurrection. 
Perhaps it may. For the obſtinate Jews, ( who wou/d not in their 
ay underitand the things that belonged to therr peace, but rejected 
Chriit,) did no doubt continue toobſerve their Jewiſh Sabbath, . 
andittzought. themſelves obliged ſo to-do : And 1t would then be 
a5 great an» Afii&#7on to them, 33 1t their Sabbath were yet -in 
lorce:..: But no more a /#'to fly on that day, than to fly in the 
Hnter. It would be 1a to. thei Chrtians, it put to flight on the 
Chritian Sabbath (for the caſe- would: be: the ike of both) and 
they might as well Pray again/{ it : That is, Againit zheir Flight 


On 
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on the Chriſtian Sabbath; as tie Fews on the Zerwezſh Sabbath. 
This therefore makes nothing at all to his purpote. He might as 
well argue from hence, that 3t were a /z# to /abour in //7nzer; as, 
on the: Few:ſh Sabbath. | 

He hath many other little excurſions, as little to the purpoſe, 
with which I ſhall not trouble my felt or you ; having tully an- 
{wered what ſeems to me to have any appearance of Argument. 

Bur'he takes great pleaſure to expoſe the Name of Sunday. Yet 
] do not find any more fondof ufing 1t, than he. Not, that he 
would be thought to /ike the Word, but becauſe he thinks 1t a 
Reproach. Tf he do not like that.name, he may call it as:we do, 
the Lords Day, the Chriſtian Sabbath, or (it he-think theſe too good 
names for it ) he may call it the Fir/t day of the Week. | 

But why not as angry with the «Monday ? or other of the Week 
days? If on: Monday the Heathens (as he would have us think ) 
did worthip the «Moon, as the Sun on Sunday, why ;15 he not as 
angry with that? It1s as much Idolatry to wofſhip the oor. on 
Monday, as the Sun on Sunday. True. But that doth not con- 
cern the Chri/tzans Sabbath ( which 1s what he hath a mind to re- 
proach) and therefore he ſpeaks little of the other, and but ſe]- 
dome: But Sunday 1s to be \nubbed upon every occaſion. 

'He would not have a Sabbath upon Sunaay, becauſe he fays, on 
that day they worſhiped the Surv. But why upon Sa7uraay it on 
that day (.as he would have us think) they worſhiped Sarurn ? 

Now 'tis true that ſome oi the Heathen did worſhip the Sw, 
and the Hoon, and the Hoi? of Heaven. But that they d1d wor- 
ſhip the Sun more upon Sunday, than they. did upon «MHonaay. or 
Tueſday, is more thanT know, or he can prove. He tells us, /er- 

ſtegan lays, that the Heathen Saxons did io. But #er/iegan 15 too 
young an Author to ſettle this upon his own Authority ; unlels he 
can bring Vouchers for it more ancient than himfelt. It was, I 
{uppole, a Fanlſy of Yer/tegas Then (as 1t 1s ot,our Author Now ;) 
But I do not remember that he cites any Author ancicnter than 
himſelf; And though ſome others may ſay the ike; Yet I look 
upon it but as a plan/rble conjertare,without any good foundation in 
Hiſtory. And even the Heathen Saxons are too late for his purpoſe. 

He tells us, p. 88. '7 he Heathen Nations long before Chriſts Birth 
aid offer Sacrifice: to the Sun, and wor(hip it as a God upon Sunday. 
His proof 15 from Job 2 1. 26,27, 28. f 7 behcld the Sun when it 

ſhined, or the Moon walking in trightneſs, and my hear t hath been ſe- 
cretly enticed, or my mouth hath kijſed my hand, this were an miguity. 

Zo be puniſhed by the Judges. for 1 ſhould have denied the Lerd above. 
But 
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But what 1s all this to Sunday? It may perhaps be a diſclaimer 
of worſhiping the Sun ; but lays nothing of Sunaay. 

Doth our Author think the name of Sunday to: be as old as 
Zob's times? It Job had ſaid, 77 7 have worſhiped the Sun upon 
Sunday, or the Moon upon Monday, and no7 the Lord upon Saturday , 
it had been ro his purpole : Bur here 1s nothing of that. Not a 
word of what day 1t was,on which they worthiped the Sun. 

- But I would not have him lay too great a load apon Swurday. For 
Heftod tells us (as was 1aid betore) that in his time (one of the 
oldeſt of the Heathen Writers, though younger than 766) vhe 
Seventh day was Sun-day, not the Firſk. And he hath nothing to 
ſhew (more than the bare Name of Sunday) to make us beheve 
that thoſe of the Heathen, who worſhiped the Sun, did conhae 
that worlhip to zZhzs day of the Week; or, Did more worſhip 1t * 
on this day than on others, 

I do not certainly know how Ancient thoſe Names are of Sa- 
turday, Sunday, Monday, &c. nor upon what occalion they were 
firſt raken up, (nor 1s 1t much to our purpoſe.) 

The moſt ancient Heathen Writer whom I know to have men- 
tioned them 1s Do Caffius, who lived about the Yearot our Lord 
230. Who ſpeaking of the Deſtruction of Feraſalem and the 7 enpve, 
tells us that the Jews had ſuch a reverence for Saturn's aay , 
as that they would not Zahour on that day for their Defenſe ; 
which the Romans underitanding, did on that day aflault them, 
and prevailed. (Againſt their 7 emple and Sabbath beth at once.) Not 
as 1 _— d1d then call it Saturn's day, ( nor am I ſure that any 


_  otherdid then fo call it,) for they called it their Sabbarh-day ; But it 


was that day of the Week which, in Dro's time, was called Satwraay. 

But Z70 ſpeaks of it as a new Thing 1o to call the Days of the 
Week, and which the Ancient Greeks (he tells us) knew nor. 
(*'T was therefore not very Ancient.) And therefore he ſuppoſeth 
the Romans to have taken it up from the Zgyprians. Not the Old 
p_—_ of Moſes's time, but rather from thoſe ahuut the time 
of ProJomy ; not of King Pto/omy, but of Clandius Ptolmans the 
Aſtronomer (or perhaps ſomewhat -earlier) when Aſtronomy 
there flouriſhed, and from whom the Romans had it. | 

Ina Chriſtian Writer, TI find it earlier than Do, in Zauf7n 
Martyr's Apology, written about the Year of Chriſt 150. who 
mentions 7s nals nuteav, the Day of 7he Sun, as the Chriſtian Sab- 
bath. And 7ertu/lian in his Apology, mentions Saturday and Sun- 
day, And it may perhaps be found in Writers earlier ho theſe, 


Fhovgh T do not at preſent mcet with it. Nor de I think it 
worth 
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worth the while to make any great ſearch about it. I grant, 
that when Chriſtianity was ſpread among the Gentiles; and, with 
at, the Chriſtian Sabbath; they did (in order to the obſerving 
that Sabbath ) dilt:aguiſh their time into #eeks; and thereupon 
gave Names to each Day. I grant alſo that the Jews did, before, 
to diſtinguiſh their Time : but I do not find that any other Na- 
tion did fo. If any think, that All nations did lo diſtanguiſh, and 
every Nation, all the World over, call the days by thole Names 
by which they are now called: This I take to be but a Preſump- 
#108, without proof. | 

But when ever thoſe names were firlt taken up, I do not think. 
they were taken from the number of their Gods ( for then they 
muſt have had a great many more days 1n their Week than Seven, 
if each of their Gods mult have a peculiar day: ) But from the 
number of the Planets, which were then reckoned to be Seven, 
and in this order Saturn, Fupiter, cHMars, Sol, Yenns, eMercary, 
Luna. Though we now know the Planets to be more than Seven. 
(For the. Sate/ites of Fupiter and Saturn are as much Planets as 
our « Moon; but were not then known.) Nor were the Seven 
Planets always reckoned in the ſame order; but fome had been 
thought to be above the Sun, which, before theſe names were 
given, were accounted to be below it. And therefore theſe Names | 
mult be at leaſt ſolace. And certainly not ſo old as Fob's time. 

I take them not to be older than what are called the Planetary 
Hours, but to take their Riſe from thence, and the Order of the 
Names to be thence determined. For having divided the Day into 
24 Hours; Beginning with 6aturr, the higheſt of the Planets, 
they alligned to him the Fzr/t hour of one day, which thence they 
called Saturn's day ; the Second hour to m_—_ the Third to Mars, 
and fo in order till they came to the Eighth hour which falls to 
Saturx's turn again, and ſo again to the Fifteenth, and the Two 
and Twentieth ; and then the Three and Twentieth to ZFuprrer, 
the Four and Twentieth to «Mars, and the next hour, being the 
farſt of the next day, to S9/. Which day doth thence take the name 
of So/ or Sunday (next in order after Saturn.) And, in like manner 
proceeding,the Eighth, Fifteenth,and'T'wo and Twentieth hour of 
that day will fall again to So/, the Three and Twentieth to Yenas, 
the Four and Twentieth to «Mercury ; and then the firſt hour of 
the 'next day to Zuna, thence called Monday (next after Sunday. ) 
And, in like manner, the firſt hour of the following day to Mars 
of the next to Mercury ; the next to Fapiter, the next to Yenus ; 


and then again to Saturn; and ſo onward as before. And _ I 
: take 


| 
| 
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take to be the true account of thoſe Names, and in that Order : 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday, after which (in the Latine Denomi- 
nation) follow the days of Mars, MHercary, Fupiter, and Yenus. 

But iome of our Anceſtors the Saxons, thought fit. (as is ſup- 
poſed) to put-in the Names of 7wv!/co, //oden, T hor, Frea, ( ſome 
of their Princes) initead of Hars, MHercary, Fupiter, and Yenus, 
(as Jalius. and Auguſtus, amongit the Romans, gave their Names 
to the Months formerly called Qauz77/:s and Sextilis.) From which 
Saxan Princes we have the Names of 7 ue/day, Heaneſday, T hurſday 
and Fryday : the other days retaining the Names of their re- 
ſpeQive Planets as they did before. 

This account ( from the order of the Planetary Hours) 210 
gives us of the Names of the Week-days, and of their Oraer. 
Why ſo called, and why 1n this Order. 

He tells us of another account from-the Principles of Harmo- 
2icks. Becauſe Da-teſ/aron ( which we call a Fourth) 1s Reputed 
a Concord 1in Mulick ; therefore they might, beginning with Sa- 
zurn (skipping two, Zaprter and Mars,) take the Fourth $/- then 
{ skipping the two next Yenus and Hercury ) take Luna: And then 
{skipping Sararn and Zuprter) take Mars: Then ($kippang So] 
and Yenus) take Mercury : Then (skipping Luna and Saturs ) 
take Jupiter : Then (skipping Mars and Sol) take Venus: Then 
(skipping Mercury and Zuna) take Saturn ; and fo onward as be- 
fore. But this account ſeems more Forced, and the former more 
Natural. Which therefore I take to be the true ground of 
this Order. | 

But either way, depending upon«the order of the Planets as 
they were then accounted when theſe Names were given to the 
Week-days, it 1s atleaſt fo far evident that- they cannot be older 
than ſince the Planets were accounted to be placed in this order. 
And therefore not ſo old as when Zenus or Mercury or both of 
them were thought tp be above the Sun. ( For this would quite 
diſturb the Order.) And therefore, certainly, not ſo old as 
7obs time. ; 

Whether on each of theſe Days they did worſhip thoſe re. 
ipeaive Planets, as fo many Gods, I cannot ſay ; nor do Ithink at, 

Nor do I think that each of thoſe Planets have any more Go- 
vernment of their reſpective Hours, or Days, than of others. 
For I take the whole GaadeGon as well of 7 heſe, as of the other 
parts of 7udicial Aſtrology, to be purely Precarious ; and alligned 


onely at pleaſure, by thoſe whoſe buſineſs 1t was to amuſe credu- 


lous people, and thereby to make a Gain of them. 
Ts But, 
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But, whatever were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing; theſe . 
are now the known Names of thoſe days. ( And we need no more 
{cruple the uſe of theſe Names ; than to talk of Pope Pius, Cle- 
mens, Boniface, and [nnocent; though potlibly the Perivns ſo called, 
had none of pens e's Qualities.) In ike manner as we have a 
Spring near Oxford which we call Ariftorle's Well; not that we 
think Ariftorle was ever there, or -was Lord of the place, and 
much leſs that he was wont to be there Horſhiped; but we fo call 
it as being now the proper name of the place (impoſed at pleaſure; 
by which it is known. And fo for the days of the Week ; whatever 
were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing, they now lignify no more- 
than the proper diſtintive names by which the days are known. 

And why we may not continue ſo to call them, I know not. We 
are told 4.17. 19, 22. of Pau/'s being at Areopagus or Mars-hill, 
becauſe that was the known name of the place, without ſcrupling 
the reaſon why it was 1o called ( whether, becauſe Mars had been 
there worſhiped, or for what other reaſon.) And A&. 28. 11. of 
a Ship deligned by Caſtor and Pollnx, or Hoaneer, without ſcrupling 
the reaſon of that name, or what relation theſe Stars had to ZJu- 
piter, 1o as to be called his Lads. And when Paul r Cor.8. allows 
them wtthout Scruple to ear of ihngs offered mn Sacrifice to 7dals, 
even though they knew, or had reaton to preſume them 1o to be, 
(unleſs when they might be ſufpected to do it with retpett to the 
Idol) as the Apoſtle argues at large 1 Cor. 8. and again Chap. 10. 
No doubt we may as lawfully make uſe of proper Names (whereby 
perſons, times, or places be commonly known) without {crupling 
the occaſion of their firſt impoſition. 

And I would deſire thoſe Gentlemen ( who are ſo over ſcrupu- 
lous where there 1s no jult occaſion, and make it their buſineſs to 
throw Scruples and eaſt Stumbling-blocks before others,) to con- 
lider ſeriouſly, whoſe Work they be doing all that while;and whe- 
ther 1t be not as truly and ar Japer/tition to repreſent and 
quarel with things as unlawful and finfal, which in their own 
nature are not ſo; as 1t 1s to introduce things under a pretence 
of holimeſs which have in them no ſuch thing. And whether this 
be not to dote about gue/tions and Firife of words: Whether theſe 
be not of thoſe foo/rſh and unlearned © an rs which we are 'ad- 
viſed to avoid; knowing that they gender jtrifes ; and to avoid foolyh 
gueſizons, and genealogies and contentions about the law, for they are 
unprofitable and vain ; and inſtead thereof to mind thoſe things that 
are good and profitable to men ; to follow righteouſneſs, faith, charity, 
peace, &c.. as we are directed, 1 7m. 6.4,5. 2 Tim. 2 22, 22- 
Trf\ 2.8, 9. Iz They 
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They do not conſider how much the ſtudying and proſecuting 
theſe fooliſh gueſtions, and needleis Scrupuloſities, doth eat out the 
power of Godlineſs and true Plety , and the /ub/tanzrals of Religion, 
while we buſy our ſelves about theſe ſhadows ; about little circum- 
ftances which do not at all influence the Subſtance of ſpiritual 
Worſhip. | 

There be ſo many nece//ary dutzes, and maubitable truths, in the 
ſerious praQiſe of Prezy and CGodlmeſs, that we need not trouble 
the heads of men (and make 1t our buſineſs fo to do) with doubr- 
ful aiſputations. 

It icems to be the deſign of the New Teſtament to take vs off 
from the Circamſtantials and Scrupule/itres of Religion (which 
commonly produce {trifes and contentions to no purpoſe) and put 
us upon wor ſhiping God in Spirit and in Truth. 


S: Deus eſt Animus, nobts ut carmina aicunt, 


Hic tibi preecipue fit pura Mente colendus, 


Was well enongh ſaid of the Poet; and 1s a good Paraphraſe on 
that, God 7s a Spirit and will be worſhiped in Spirit and m Truth. 
\ T have been told long fince of a Grave Divine, who when asked, 
Why he d1d not Preach againſt Zong harr (which was at that time 
more Offenſive than now it 1s,) gave this Anſwer; If he could but 
Preach Jeſus Chriſt 1nto their Fearis ; he ſhould not much con- 
cern himſelf for their Hazr. 

This Author tells us, p. 4.9. that our Liberty Gal. 5. 1. doth emi- 
nently con/iſt in a Freedome not onely from the Ceremonial Law of old, 
but alſo in a Liberty not to be intaugled with a new yoke of mens de- 
vices. I take needleſs 04: 82G to be ſuch; the making of more 
Sins than God hath made; the making or pretending of thoſe 
things to be Sins which are no fins, and putting a re/eious Ne- 
ce/fity upon things which are matters of meer Prudence and Diſ- 
cretzon. Like thoſe 1 7im. 4. 3. Forbidding to Marry, or (as 1 
would rather render it) Bidarmg not to Marry ; and, to abſtain from 
Meats, &c. Forbidding things as Unlawful which are not ſo; is 
alike Superſtitious as to Impoſe things as hi which are not Holy : 
and equally contrary to the Zzberzy there intended. 

Whether the days be called Saturday,Sunday, Monday, or Alpha, 
Beta, Gamma, 1s all one to me, (I take them as IT find them: ) 1 
think we "ny .aj not to foment quarels upon ſuch trifles ; and we 
fin if we do ſo 

Whether to meet once, or twice, or thrice, on a Sabbath-day, (if 
lo as 1s moſt for edification and the real ſeryice of God, )is meerly 


pri 
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prudential in this or that place, without laying a new religions 
yoke where God leaves it to Prudence. And it, in Prudentrals, 
things be not managed ſometimes with ſo much Prudence as we 
chink they might, we muſt be content to bear with ſuch /mpru- 
dences as we cannot help; and better ſo, than to pull-on greater 
Inconveniences. 

Whether to begin the Sabbath at Six or Ten or Twelve a Clock 
on Saturday-night, 1s a thing (1 think) not worth contending 
about. ( fo that it be religiouily obſerved as to the Snbſtantials of 
it,) and for which we ought not to diſturb the Church where we 
live, but to fo/low righteonſneſs, charity, peace ; and avoid fooliſh 
gueſtions which gender ſtrife. 

And I ſhould not think it much more, whether 9 7þ7s or 7hat 
day, 1o the Sabbath be well kept: and I would by no means, on 
that account, g1ve a diſturhance tro a Church where 1t 1s peace- 
ably ſettled: 'Tis leſs material /Yhen, than Fw, a Sabbath be 
kept. And, in many cafes, it muſt be unavoidably left to Pru- 
dence, whether this or that day be called the Firſt or Seventh day 
of the Week. We are in ſuch caſes to ſtudy 7he things that make 
for Peace, and wherewith one may edify another. Rom.14. 19. The 
fruits of the ſpirit are love, joy, peace, &c. but variance, emulation, 
wrath, Strife, are fruits of the fleſh: Gal. 5.20, 21. 

To ſtudy and ſpin out Diſputes into too fine a Threed (like that 

of a Spider out of her own Bowels) 1s but zo pervert? the S1mpl- 
city of the Goſpel of Chriſt ; to make that Ab/iruſe and Difficult, 
which the Scripture would have Plain and Zaſy - 1n Speculatrves 
as well as Pra&ticals. We ſhould mind the ſub/tantials of ſpiritual 
worſhip ; and not dote upon crrcun/tantials further than as they 
do really advance the Subltance. Refuſe profane and old-wives 
Fables, and exerciſe thy ſelf rather unto Godlineſs ; for bodily exerciſe 
Profiteth little, x Tim. 4. 7, 8. Such are thoſe Co/. 2. 20,21. Touch 
not, taſt not, handle not, (and others of like nature) a/l which periſh 
mn the uſing, (there 1s no real advantage doth acsrew from the uſe 
of them; 'tis but labour loſt;) or «  naym «1; gdoegy 73 amyences 
they are but miſchievous mn their uſe. 

We complain of the Papiſts ( and deſervedly) for /oaarng their 
Worſhip with a multitude of Ceremonies and mimical Geſtures; 
the number of which would be a Burthen, even though /ig/y they 

were Tolerable. Being ſo many Dzver/ions of the mind trum At- 
tending the ſpr:7uality of the Service. But zhey have ſome reaſon 
for it. For when much of their Devotion is either to be ſpoken 
1o lowas not to. be Heard, or in ſuch a Language as not.to be gre? 
00G, 
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ſtood, they have need of ſomewhat to gratify the Eye, when the 
Ear is not Haified. 

And it1s almolt the fame miſchiet, when mens Minds are amuſed 
with Nice Speculations and needleſs Scrupuloſities, whereby they 
are Diverted from the Subſtantials of Serious Religion, 

Yet I would not fo be underitood, as 1ft no care were to be had 
of Corporeal Worſhip, or the necellary Circumitances attending it. 
(For God expects the Worſip of the Body as well as the Soul, and 


Religions Attions mult have their Crrocnmſtances, as Time, Place, 


Geſture, and the like, as well as other A710ns.) But theſe Crrcam- 
ftantials ſhould be conlidercd as Circumſtances ( not as the ſubſtance 
of the Worſhip; ) and as Prudentials; lo to be managed (as 1n 
all other actions) as may, with Decency and Convenience, beſt 
advance the /pirizual Worlhip; and may be varied according as the 
diverſity of times and places may require. Not tolay the Weight 
of Drvine /uſtitution upon ſuch little things. As it, becauſe Paul 
Aneeled down and Prayed ( AF. 20. 36.) therelore 1t were unlaw- 
ful to'ufe any other Geftare in Praying; Or as 1, becauſe Chriſt 
bids, when thou Prayeft, enter mto thy Cloſet and ſhut the goor (Mar. 
6. 6.) therefore we may not pray in the Chamber, hear ago. 
Room, or Chappel: Or, becauſe Chriſt did Celebrate the Lords 
Supper, at N24, in an Upper-room, to Men onely, and but 7 weke, 
and to thoſe S$:77ing or Lying; therefore we may not do1t at Noor 
or Morning, in a Low-room, to Women as well as Men, in greater 
Aumbers, or in ſome other Geſture. For though ſuch Circam- 
ſtances may be Lawful, and ſometimes Aduiſable when conventent ; 
yet to put a Religious Neceſſity upon them, as of Divine ITnſtitu- 
Zion, looks like a piece of Super/t:7107. 

And if we confider ſeriouſly how great a miſchief many times 
ſome needleſs Scruples do create to the Church of God; how great 
a matter a little fire kindſes; and how great hindrance to real 
Piety ; 1t might juſtly make us wary how we add Fewel to ſuch a 
Flame , and: rather bear with ſome things we 7hinkt amiſs, (but 
may perhaps not be ſo) than by attempting to remove a ſuppos'd 
Evil create a greater Miſchief. 

As to the preſent point in queſtion ; T have ſaid ſo much upon 
the whole, as I think might ſatisfy the Gentleman if he well 
conſider 1t. Yet I know, when men have once eſpouſed a no- 
tion of which they are fond ; and have ſo long pored upon 1t as 
to rivet it in their mind ; catching at every httle thing that 
may ſeem to favour it,and ſhghting whatever makes againlit it ; (as 


we find our Author doth very often ;) And that hardly any 
| thing 
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thing can be ſaid fo plarn, as that there be nothing to be cavilled | 
at, by one who is minded ſo to do; And that when God hath de- 
clared his will as plainly as he thinks fit to do, it men will not be | 
contented with reaſonable evidence, he 1s not obliged to gratify | 
their humours: 

 When(Ifay) we conſider this; It looks ſomewhat like what 

Solomon tells us Prov. 18.19. of a Brother offended, harder to be | 
won Zhan a ftrong City; and I muſt leave the ſuccels to God, 
who /o zeacheth as none like him. 

He remits us to two Writers on this Subject, in defenſe of the | 
Chriſtian Sabbath, Mr Shepheard and Mr. Ziughs ( whom I have | 
not read, nor have them at hand,) and Two others whom he : 
names not ( nor know IT well whom he means, for more than ..N 
two have lince written ; ) who, he thinks, do tacitly retract ſome- | 
what that thoſe before had granted. And divers others have | 
written on this Subjet,though I have ſcarce conſulted any of them. | 
And particularly I have not ſeen what 1s written by Dr. Yowng | 
or Mr. Warren, whom I find cited in a late Book of &. 7. which 
came out ſince this was Written and part of it printed. It is very | 
pollible, that ſome of thoſe may have ſaid much of what I now | 
. ſay, or that I may now ſay ſomewhat of what they have ſaid be- 
fore. But, 1n this, there 1s no hurt. If in ſome particulars I vary 
from ſome of them; it 1s not becauſe I ſlight them, or out of a 
deſire to contradi@ them, but freely to ſpeak my own thoughts 
as they do theirs. Nor 1s 1t to be expected that all Weizers on the 
lame Subject ſhould agree in every particular, ( Nor 1s he to make 
advantage of 1t; For p. 3. he owns 1it1s ſoalſo with hoſe who are 
for the ſeventh day ) But as to the main (I preſume) we do well 
enough agree. 

I have been a great deal longer than I did intend when I firſt 
began to write. 

{ ſhall give you a brief Summe of what I have ſaid to this pur- 
poſe, as to both Queſtions. ( For the Queſtion is double, though 
it ſeem to be but one.) 

Firſt concerning the Fewiſh Sabbath, Whether that be Anti- 
quated and atanend. Secondly, concerning the Chriftian Sabbath, 

Whether there be ſufficient ground for this to ſucceed in the 

place thereof. * £62 

| As to the firſt; I agree with him in many things which he 

proſecutes at large, though not peculiar to his Queſtion ; As, 

That Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is God; that he 1s the Lord Jehovah, 

the God who made the Horld, who reſted the ſeventh day, who 
brought 
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Þrought Jſracl ant of Egypt, and gave 1be Law on «Mount Sins? . 
For there 1s no other God. 

But, this I fay, he did as God (in Union with the Father and 
Holy Ghoſt; ). not as Chry/# (God and Man) our Mediator and Re- 
deemer. For he was not then Man ; nor was there occaſion of a 


Mediator and Redeemer before the fall. 


L agree alſo that the Decalogue (or Ten Commandments ) 1s 
Obligatory to us Gentiles ; (as being for the ſubſtance of it, a 
Law before it was ſo delivered on Mount Szzaz.) And that the 
Fourth Commaudment concerning the Sabbath 1s one of them ; 
which requires after /zx days of Labour, the ſeventh'day to be a 
Sabbath or day of Holy Rejt. And our Chriftian Sabbath is ſuch. 

But itdoth not ſay, the ſeventh im courſe from the Creation, nor 
doth it appear that the Fewiſh Sabbath was ſuch, but rather 
the Seventh day from the fir? raming of Manna. 

I do agree alſo that God himſelf did reſt on the Seventh day 
from the Creation, Ges. 2. that 1s, He did ceaſe to Create. 

But I'do not there find, that eHarx did lo reſt, or that there 
was any expreſs command for him ſo to do on that day ; much 
leſs for ever after, on every Seventh day in courſe from the 
Creation. How much may be thought to be 72pJyed in thoſe 
words, he bleſſed and ſanfified it, I will not diſpute; However, 
it is but by /mplication not by any expreſs command ; ſuch as 
our Author demands for the Chriſtian Sabbath. 

Nor do I find that ever 1t was obſerved by «Mar till after 
the Zſraclites coming out of Zgypr, or exprefly commanded ſo to be. 

Nor dol find that any other Natzon (beſide the Jews) did anci- 
ently ſo much as divide their time by FYeeks. Since the times of 
Chriſtianity they have : But that they did ſo, long before that 
og, I do _— : ; - 

I do agree allo that after /rae/s coming out o t they did 
obſerve - Sabbath, Exod. 16. ; oe hey 

But it was from a new command, ( at Marah or Elim) which 
appeared New to them, not a continuation of a conſtant practiſe ; 
and it was from a zew beginning ( the Seventh day from the firſt 
raining of MHanna,) and as adifinfive /jen or token, of Geds be- 
ing their God 1n a ſpecial manner, as contradiſtinguiſhed to other 
ny ;, ( Fa _ _ « 5 rag o_ and as a memorial of 
their Refreſhing aiter their Bondage and Labour in z, and 
feeding them Sik Bren! foes ies. a 

I do preſume alſo that, they did, from this firſt raining of 
Manna continue a circulation of Yzeks for a long time, and per- 
haps tull the tame of our Savronr. Yet 
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| Yet wearenot ſure but that it might be intermitted in the ſeven 


years of the Babyloniſh Captivity, and the day forgotten; and then re- 

{tored a-new by Nehemiah (from a new beginning) Neb. 13. as he 
reſtored the Feaſt of Tabernachs (Chap.8.) which had been inter- 
mitted from the days of Foſhua the ſon of Nun to that day. But I 
rather think, the memory was preſerved (by Tradition) during, 
thoſe ſeventy years. 

I agree alſo that the Church of the Jerws was the moſt vilible 
Church of God, but I am loth to ſay (with him, p.79.) it was 7he 
whole viſible Church; For I preſume there might be many Good mer 
of other Nations, who worſhiped the /r#ue God (of whom we have 
no Hiſtory,) though not joined to the Jewiſh Church, nor. were 
( that I know of) obliged ſo to be. Such was Meſchrizedek ( whoever 
he. were) not of the ſeed of Abraham, much leſs of /ſracl. And ſuch 
was Job, and his Friends from divers Countries (of whom, were 1t 
not for the ſtory of Fob, we ſhould have had no knowledge, ) nor 
are we to think theſe were the one perſons of thoſe Countries who 
worſhiped the true God. And how many ſuch were in other Na- 
tions, we cannot tell. Who might, if they had opportunity, join as 
Proſelites with the. Fewwrſh Church, when eſtabliſhed. But I do not 
think. they were neceſ/arily obliged ſo to do, or to keep the ſame 
Sabbath with them. DET: h 

For I take it to be true, even before Chriſts coming, that God zs 
vo reſpefer of perſons ; but in every nation, he that feareth bim and 
worketh righteouſneſs, 1s accepted with him. AQ. 10. 34, 35. Whe- 
ther Few or Greek, Rom. 2. 10,11. 1Pet. 1.17. Which are but Quo- 
tations from Dent. 10. 19. | 

Nor doT find that any Nation, except the Jews, did obſerve. the 
Fewtiſh Sabbath. But I rather take 1t to be a «d/tinftrve /izn of them - 
from other Nations, Zx. 31. 13,17. as Circumcy/ton and the Pafs-over 
were; which, when the wa// of parton was taken away,ceaſed alfa. 

Yet, as to what was Moral in them ( the Circumcifton of the heart 
being pointed at by that of the Fleſh; and the: 0/d /eaven of malice 
and wickedneſs to be put away inſtead of that of Bread; and.a ret 
from Sin of more reſpect with God than. that from Zaboar ;) we have 
inſtead thereof, Zapriſm, in the room of Circumciſion ; ' the. Lords 
Supper, 1n the room of the Paſs-over ; and the Lords Day of Chri- 
ftian Sabbath, inſtead of the Fewiſh. And, as that took date-from 
the raining of «Mannaafter their deliverance from Zgypt ; fo ours 
from the Reſurrettion of Chrif?, the true Manna. 

I agree alſo that the 4potke, and other Chri/tzans, even after Chrilts 
Reſurrection, did go to the Temple and the Jewiſh Synagogues on their 
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Sabbath days (and did there afliſt at Prayers, and Readimg the Law, 


and other ſervices common tro Jews and Chriſtians) on a. like ac- 
count as when we now meet to hear a Sermon, or keep a Faſt or 
T harksgtuvmg on a Week-aay. | 

Bur ſo they did as to C:roumci/ion, and other Fewiſh Rites. As 
when Pad circumciſed 7 imothy, and: joined in the Jewiſh Rites of 
Purgfication, AR. 21. on account of thoſe beleving Fews who were 
yet zealous of the Law : To teſtify to them that he had been miſre- 
preſented by thoſe who ſaid he did teach the Jews which are among 
the Gentiles to forſake Moſes, and that they ought not to Py 
their Children, nor to walk after the Cuſtoms. Whereas indeed he 
taught that Gen?zz/es ought fo to forbear, (as being a new yoke to 
which before they were not ſubje&t,) but as to the Zews which were 
amoneft the Gentiles he did allow them -(1f not yet ſatisfied of their 
Chriſtian Liberty) ſo to practiſe, For he puts a great difference he- 
tween the Genzi/es, and the Jews among the Gentiles; of which I 
donbt our Author doth not take notice; elſe he would not tell us 
( P:3 g.) of Paul's writing one thing,and prattiſmg another. He preached 
and wrote agaznFff Circumci/ion as to the Gentiles; but allowed it to 
the Zews ; and himſelf practiſed it, As to Tamorhy (a Jew) but not 
as to. Titus who was no Few. And the like we may lay as to the 
Fewiſh Sabbath on their Seventh day. 

As to what Services were peculiarly Chriftian (as breaking of 
Pread) they did it not at the Temple or Synagogues,but w]' Iuxor at 
home, or from houſe to houſe, At. 2. 46. and on another day, the 
firft aay of the Week, At. 20. 7. | | 

Now this 1s all that he hath to urge, for the 7eww7ſh Sabbath in 
particular : which he cannot ſhew to Ye commanded to all the World 
(but rather to them 1n particular in contradiſtintion to the reſt of 
the World,) nor that it was a Seventh day from the Creation, but 
from the firſt raining of Manna. For the Fourth Commandment 
faith nothing of his Sabbath in particular, but onely of the ſeventh 
day after /ix days of labour, 

As to that Imperious demand, p. 40,4.8,64. Where is there any ſuch 
Power recorded m Scripture to be given to any Man or Men whatſoever,

I doubt he hath forgotten that the 
ſame God whogave the Law of the Ten Commandments, gave allo the 
Ceremonial Law ; and if it were the Lord Jeſus Chriſt who gave the 
one, 1t was he that gave the other alſo. And will he then ask Where 
rs there any power recorded in ſcripture to be given to any man or num- 


her of men 70 aboliſh Circumciſion and the reſt of the Moſaick Rinks 
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:n/tituted by the Lord Jeſus Chrift ? 1know no ſuch power recorded in: 
Scripture to be groen,as to Circumci/ion and the reſt, more thanas to the 
Fewiſh Sabbath. And we find them both put together Co/. 2. 11, 16. 
Or wall he ſay, here rs any Power recorded in Serrpture to be given 
zo any Man or Men, (after Chrift had ſaid 7? 1s finiſhed,) to appoint 
Elders and Deacons and other Officers in the Chriſtian Church: and 
give Orders concerning it,which Chriſt ( before he ſo ſaid,) had'not 
given? Yet we know Circumciſion was aboliſhed, and ſuch Offers 
and Orders given. - So that all this is but Flouriſh. DN IO 
' As tothatof Chriſt having ſaid 7? zs finiſhed ; whatever be meant 
by that,'we know that the whole Order and Conſtitution of the 
Chriſtian Church was ſettled after that time : And wharever elfe be 
lignified by it, it 1s not meant that'there was nothing to be done fur- 
ther concerning it; For, if fo, to what purpoſe did Chrilt give Com- 
mandmeuts to his Apoſtles, of things per taining to the Kinedome of God 
after his ReſurreQon, if nothing were to be further done? +. 
- Andif we confider the Apoſtles deportment ; We do not find them 
any where inſiſt An7horitatively upon a Power given them fromChritt, 
to Abrogate Circumciſion or the like, and thereupon to proceed pro - 
perro. But they frgnc it from the nature of the thing, That what 
was Typreal of Chriſt, was at an end now Chr#ft 75 come ; That what 
was 21/ttnftrve of the Jews from other Nations, was now to'ceaſe 
when Zhe par :t70n wall was broken down ; That -what were but ſha- 
dows as to the Sub/tantials of Religion, were now to paſs' away,'as. 
beezarly Rudiments, Chriſt regarding the Body or SubSFance not the 
Shadows ; & : oe 4 perbrray, theſe are but ſhadows in compariſon 
of whart'Chriſt came to ſettle, n 5 o5ua 1 Keers, but 'tis the Boay (the 
Subſtance) 7ha? Chrift reſpefs, Col. 2. 17. IN on 
' - They do not Command, but Argue. They do no where - preten@ 
thit God or Chriſt had given them Authority to Abrogate a Law 
which God had made : But Argue (from the nature of the thing) that 
the Law was ceaſed ; and was not intended to Oblige longer :© Phat 
the Law was now Antiquated or Expired when the End for Which 
It was made was attained : That the :ZTypes were'at an Z£nd, when

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the room ; citing that of 7er. 31. Behold the days come, ſaith the 
tiord, when [will make a New Covenant with the honſe of {ſrael and 
with the houſe of Judah : Not according to the Covenant which { made 
with their Fathers when T led them out of the land of Egypt, For this 
7s the Covenant that { will make, That 7 will put my Jaws. into their 
Mind, and write them in their Hearts. Meaning, inſtead of an out- 
ward Ceremonial Service, he would eſtabliſh a ſervice more Spiri- 
tual. From whence he concludes the An779nation of the Former : 
Tn that he ſaith a New Covenant, he hath made the fir Old: Now 
that which Decayeth and waxeth Old, 15 ready to Yaniſh away. They 
do not claim a Power, to Aboliſh a Law of Gods making ; But prove 
by Argument, that theſe Laws are Anriquated or Expired; as not 
being intended, by the Law-maker, to bind longer than tall ſuch a 
time. As Rom. 7. The Woman 1s bound by the Law to her Husband 
as long as he lives; But if the husband be Dead, ſpe is free from the 
Law : Not that the Law ts Aboliſhed ; but the Caſe 1s Altered. 

And it is frem theſe Conſiderations that he Ar2ues againſt Cir- 
cumciſion Col. 2. 11. and the Few!ſb Sabbath, ver. 16. For as to the 
Sub/tantials of the Service, provided a Sabbath be duly kept, it is 
much one whether on the Seventh or the Firſt day. Now theſe (Sub- 
{tantials) are (he tells us p. 83.) a /zvely ſpiritual Converſe with the 
Father, Son and Foly-Ghoſt, in private Duties and publick Ordinances 
(where they can be had,) andin a Holy Reft all that day, ſaving emer- 
gent caſes, of Neceſſuty and Mercy. Which may be equally done 
on: either day. 

But as to thoſe who were not ſatisfied with theſe Arguments ; (if 
they were ſuch as were before under thoſe Commands ) he doth not 
urge his Authority ; He leaves them to praGtſe according to their 
own.judgment (but without cenſuring others). till they ſhall be better 
Gaiefed. as-1n For. 14. But as to the Genziles, who had never been 
under . theſe Laws, the caſe was otherwiſe. Which makes him 
argue otherwiſe with the ( Gentile ) Ga/atians, Epheſians, and Co-

If this Gentleman think himſelf obliged to keep the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath a/o.- this doth not hurt us. 'This, I think, was the caſe of the 
Chri/tian' Jews at firſt. . I do not much queſtion but that they did, as 
other Chriſtians, obſerve the Lords Day. 'The doubt was, whether 
they were not to obſerve alſo the Jewiſh Sabbath as before they did. 
And theſe Behevers who were yet zealous of ihe Law, and thought 
themſelves obliged, together 4u1th Chriſttanity, ta oblerve the Law of 
Aeoſes, did no doubt think themſelves equally obliged to the Zerw!/h 
Sabbath.

In-all which cafes: Frugence may, be: uſed, 
bur muſt not (upon that pretenſe) be Abuſed. Not as if it.were left 
to: our «Prudence, whether or no!the Law of God ſhall be Obeyed;

I am apt to think alſo, that when he hath well conſider'd the caſe 
of Sr. Francis Drake ( and many more ince that time, who failing 
round the world, as he did, have loſt a day, ) he will-come to one of 
theſe two Reſolutions : Either that when he comes back to ZEng/and 
he muſt continue to/caJl that Sazurday which on his account was 10; 
(and then his Saturday-Sabbath will be the ſame with our Sunday: ) Or 
elſe that his account muſt be ſomewhere reftified- in his Voyage by 
_ ing aday; and then and there beginning to call Sunday what, 
ju balers: he was to call Saturday. | T0 

Now becauſe there is nothing. in Nature to determine where this 
muf7 be; _nor is there any thing, of divine Inſtitution (thatT know 
of ) to determine where it /bal be ; It ſeems to me to be Prudential, 
or molt rational, (if nothing intervene to counterbalance it,) to: be at 
what we call the fir/t Meridian, from whence we reckon the De- 
grees of Longitude, Eaſt-ward, 1, 2, 3, &c. and ſo onward till we 
come round to 36o, at the ſame Meridian again ; and thence begin 
to reckon onward 1, 2, 3, Orc. as before, for another.round. . 

'This firſt Meridian, in Pzoſermy's time, was accounted:to. be a- 
bout the Weſtern part of the African ſhore; as being the moſt We- 
{tern part of the World then known, Of later t1mes, Geographers 
have been pleaſed to remove it more. Welt, about the Iſlands called 
Azores , or the Flemiſh lands. But all agree to place it between 
our Continent and that of America. And if from that Meridian, from 
whence we reckon the beginning of Longitude , we reckon alfo 
the beginning of Days; then the laſt of Saturday mult there end, and 
the firlt of Sunday mult there begin. - And therefore at that. Meri- 
dian the ſailers round the World ſhould reQify their account, 
calling it Saturday on the one ſide of it, and Swnday.on the other ; 
that being the /aze/t of Saturday, and the ſooneſt of Sunday. 

He will tell me perhaps, that, by this account, it #7 keep our 
Sabbath on Sunday, thoſe 1n New-Zngland mult be 1aid to keep theirs 
on: MHonaay , as being on the other {ide of that Meridian, : And 'us 
true, it would fo follow. And therefore I did interpoſe, zf nothz 
elſe do mtervene to counterbalanceit. And this 1s what I did at firit 
intimate, as diſputable, whether we and they 1n New-ZEngland 
are to be {aid to keep our Sabbath on the ſame day. | 

But it 1s the ſame cafe as to the whole Continent of America. 
And- the ſame reſolution will reach all. 

And therefore, the thing being once ſettled by the common con. 
ſent of all, T would by no means adviſe to change the day. 

For the placing the jirft Meridian 1s purely Arbitrary. It might 
as well have been placed b2 ji nd America, (if men had ſo. plea ww 
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and that America had been known -1n Prolemy's time) as on this 
fide : (And we might have numbred our Degrees of Longitude Welſt- 
ward, 'as now we do Eaftward:) And may be ſo reputed now, 1t 
men ſo pleaſe ( as it 15 now reputed about. 10 or 15 degrees more 
to the Weſtward than it was in Prolemy's days.) 

And it 1s purely Arb:zrary, where to begin to change the name 
of the day. which 15 to be fo called; whether ac the Firit Meridian, 
or elie-where. 

And conſequently 'tis purely Arbitrary or Diſcretional, whether 
im America ſuch day ſhall be called Sunday or Monday. There 1s no- 
thing in the fourth Commandment, nor in the Hord of 'God, to de- 
termine it. -- O- | 
-” But it {o happening, that America hath been peopled from En- 
rope, traveling 'Weſtward from hence (without taking notice that 
we crols the firſt Meridian) we have reckoned the days (and fo 
namedthem ) according as they appeared to thoſe upon their Voyage 
who went thicther. Whereas 1f it had been peoplied (I mean, as 
to the Chriſtians there ) - from 4/ia and the Zaſt-Jndies (by people 
eoming/'thence to: the other ſide of America) what there 15 now 
called ay, would - ( for the like reaſon ) have been called MHon- 
day; and the Fourth Commandment equally obſerved either way. 

And upon a like account Chriſtians in the Zaft-7ndtes, and in 
China and Japan, traveling Eaſtward from hence thither, do -call 
their days there according as they appeared to fall out to them in 
the courſe of their Voyage. 

- "Now 'tis true, that ſome part of the day which we here call Sun- 
day, is coincident with {ome part of what 1s ſo called in Japar, and 
all ſome part of our Sunday ( though not the ſame part) 1s coinci- 
dent with part of theirs in America. But very little of theirs in the 
Eaſt of Japan, with theirs 1n th: Weſt of America. About Eleven a 
clock at night 1n the one ( or yet later) before it begins tobe one 
aolock in the morning in the other, (ſcarce an hour in common ) - 
according to our ancient Maps. ( Our. later Maps make it ſome- 
what more, asf it might be Ten at night in the one, when it be- 
_ to be T wo in the morning at the other.) Yet theſe paſs for the 
ame ſunday. And 'tis well enough {ſo to reckon. 

But 1+ 15 Prudentially fo : Becaule the chief Trade and intercourſe 
of America, is with Zurope ; not with.4/ia. And therefore it is'con- 
{idered as lying Fe/t from Emurope ; rather than as Eaſt from Japan. 
And ebay it is ſo placed in our Maps. And though we con- 
tinue to reckon our Zeng:7ude as from a Meridian between Us and 
America , yet the account of our days we begin as from a Meridian + 
beyond it, between America and H4/ia. Which 
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Which is not ſaid to raiſe new ſcruples, (as 1f T would adviſe an 
alteration of a received computation ; which is well enough as it is; 
and I know not how to mend it :) But to ſhew there is an unavoida- 
ble Neceſlity of leaving much to Pradential conſiderations, What day 
ſhall be reputed ſunday, and what the ſabbath, 1n this or that place. 
And therefore it cannot reaſonably be thought the deſign of the, 
fourth Commandment to confine us to ſuch Circumſlantial Nicettes, 
which do not at all influence the ſub/ffantials of Yorſhip. 

The fourth Commandment requires the ſeventh day of Holy Reft, 
after /ix days of ordinary Labour. But of a Seventh day in courſe 
from the Creation to be ſo obſerved, it faith nothing: Nor 1s it polli- 
ble for us to know. The Feqws obſerved a ſeventh day 1n courſe from 
the fir/t raining of Manna ; but I do not know how that concerns us; 
or, 1f 1t did, how we ſhall know which 1s that day ? ( for this Gentle- 
man will not allow Tradition to be a good proof.) Feobſerve a 
ſeventh day in courſe from what ( we think) the pes aid obſerve. 
If we miſtake our reckoning (which I think we do not) it 1s nota 
Culpable Ignorance ; for it 18 according to the beſt Light we have. 
This day we are in poſſe/fzon of, and the Chriſtian Church hath ſo 
been for many Hundred years. And he that would diſpoſleſs us of 
it, muſt ſhew a better Title. ( The old rule is, Poſſidentis potior eff 
ratio.) To change meerly for change ſake, is Fooliſh. If he would 
lay a Divine Neceſſity on us to obſerve the Fewiſh Sabbath from the 
firſt raining of Manna (if at leaſt that be the day by them obſerved 
in our Saviours time ; ) he muſt make it clear to us, which 1s that 
day ( by a better argument, if he can, than 7Traa!ton -) And, that 
we are of neceſſity obliged to that day; which was (himſelf acknow- 
ledges ) a di/tmerive fon of them from other Nations, as Circumciſion 
alſo was. Andif this diſtinf#ive mark ( when the partition wall 1s 
broken down) do as much ceaſe as that did: "Tis as truly ſuper/t:- 
tion now to. put a neceſſity upon it, as upon Circumciſion. Which 
though the Apoſtles would, for a while, permit to the Jews; { to 
whom 1t had once been a Law) till they ſhould be better ſatisfied ; 
Yet would by no means allow to the Gerzzles, to whom it had not 
before been a Law. AndI think the caſe is juſt the ſame of the 
Tewiſh Sabbath as contradiſtinguiſhed to the Lords day. 
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
